privatély and confidentially for informa- 
tion, which shall in turn be treated as en- 
tirely secret. Such information would put 
me at rest myself, and, if favorable to Mr.

Following is the article referred to 
by Minister West ahd forwarded to 
his Pomona correspondent, with evi- 
dent approval: 

THE TREATY. 
{New York Times, Aug: 22d.) 

The discussion and rejection of the fish- 
eries treaty is, perhaps, the most remark- 
able instance of narrow partisanship in the 
treatment of a great international question 
ever known in our history. 

The controversy over the rights of Ameri- 
can fishing vessels in Canadian waters and 
Canadian ports has been waged, off and on, 
ever since the foundation of the Govern- 
ment, The treaty of 1818, when Jeft in un- 
qualified effect, has been the subject of con- 
stant dispute, and out of the different inter- 
pretations put upon it by the parties inter- 
ested have sprung the various collisions 
and grievances that have disturbed the .re- 
lations of two friendly countries with large 
interests incommon. After the.abrogation 
of the fishery clauses of the treaty of 1571, 
they were thrown back upon the old con- 
vention that had been prolific of so much 
misunderstanding. 


Those interested in the fisheries pro- 
fessed to be satistied with the privileges 
granted by that agreement, if only the 
duties on Canadian fish products were main- 
tained, but it immediately gave rise to new 
troubles because they claimed more than 
the treaty granted. The Canadian treat- 
ment of our vessels under the interpreta- 
tion which the Dominion authorities gave 
to the treaty renewed the old controversy. 

There was one of two things to be done, 
Either anew agreement must be entered 
into which would remove all doubts as to 
mutual rights, or a course of retaliation 
must be adopted as a means of bringing 
Canada to terins. As to the comparative 
wisdom of these two courses, there could 
be no doubt. Retaliation would: settle no 
disputed question, and instead of establish- 
ing satisfactory relations between the coun- 
tries, it was sure to exasperate their rela- 
tions, making a bad matter worse and lead- 
ing to consequences which no man could 
foresee. Congress gave authority for such 
a policy, but it was the part of wisdom to 
avoid it if possthle. 1t was certainly an 
alternative worth trying. 

The negotiation of a new treaty

BOGUS BUTTER. 


A DEALER M1KES SOME CANDID 
| KEMAKKS ABOUT IF. 


Many of the Merchants‘ and Con- 
sumers Taken in and They Don't 
Know It—suspicion of San Fran- 
cisco and Kastern Products. 


A few casual sentences dropped in a res- 
taurant the other evening by acouple of 
sZentlemen while partaking of a meal came 
to the ears of a Times reporter, who was on 
the alert for a new item. One of these sen- 
tences was that ‘only about one-third the 
butter consumed in this city is pure.””’ That 
was enouch for the reporter, and when he 
passed outof the restaurant he asked the 
gentleman making the remark where he 
could be found, and obtained the number of 
his place of business, 

Yesterday the, reporter called on the gen- 
tleman, who is connected with one of the 
largest houses in this city handling this 
commodity and an expert.on the subject, 
and obtained the following facts from him 
concerning the amount of bogus butter sent 
here and used in the course of a year, about 
where it comes from and an approximation 
of the money to be made in handling it. 
He said: 

‘**Most of the butter brought to this city by 
rail or boat comes from the north, from the 
counties of San Luis Obispo, Ventura and 
Santa Barbara, although some comes from 
farther north, or from the East. Not one 
dealer eut of adozen knows the difference 
between good butter and the bogus product 
of the factory. They have, asa rule, begun 
the business of butter selling in large quan- 
tities, within the past three or four years, 
and when they went into it had no knowl- 
edge of what bogus butter was like. Strange 
as it may appear, they are ignorant of the 
fact that they have been dealing in a coun- 
terfeit article. Most of the counterfeit but- 
ter is not a pure counterfeit articie, but isa 
mixture of good and ip a butter. This is 
more difficult to detect than the absolutely- 
bogus butter, because the genuine qualities 
of the guod butter modify the bogus so well 
that its poor qualities cannot be easily de-: 
tected. The oleomargarine, or butterine, or 
by whatever name the bogus butter may be 
called, is probably mostiy manufactured in 
San Francisco from animal fats, s the cost 
to make it is less than it would be to buy it 
in the East and pay the freight to this coast. . 
But the fact remains that large quantities 
are annually mixed with genuine butter 
and sold every year in this city, and through- 
out this coast. Supposing the average 
population of Los Angeles for the past 12 
months to have been 60,000 persons, and, 
allowing the usual estimate of butter toa 
family of five persons, known throughout 
the trade astwo rolls per week, it would 
indicate that 624 tons of butter, or its equiv- 
alent, were used here. The price of butter 
varies inthis city from the low figure of 
1744 cents to 55 cents per pound, according 
to the season of the year. Of course, at 
1745 cents per pound, it would not pay to 


aduiterate genuine butter, as the average 
price of g butterine or bogus butter is 20 
cents 


ed pound. Between the cost of the 
bogus butter and the high price of butter at 
55 cents in certain portions of the year 
there is 35 cents, and this amount, multi- 
plied by 624 tons of 2000 poses each, shows 
the handsome sum of #436,800 as a possible 
sort to be made, supposing all the so-called 

utter to be seld at the higher figure during 
the year. This cannot, of course, be true 
for the whole year, but supposing that two- 
thirds of this 624 tons are bogus, and that 
an average of 20 cents is made as extra 
profit for 12 months’ sales, we have the 
sum of $249,600 stolen from the people by a 
fraud which has received the condemnation 
of the Government. It is probable that 100 
tons more are used in Los Angeles ina 
year, as the above estimate is only for the 
butter used on the table. This would give 
us $40,000 more taken fromthe pockets of 
the rich and poor, as the former are as 
likely to be robbed os the latter.” 

“Where is this fraud committed?” 

“Well, you probab'y could not find out in 
this city. You would have to go to where 
the butter is manufactured. ‘There is no 
means of detection in this city. The truth 
of the matter is that Los Angeles does not 
manufacture one-fifth of the butter she con- 
sumes, and for the past four years every- 
thing has sold out of hand. ‘There has been 
such arush for everything in the line of 
provisions that nobedy has stopped to ques- 
tion whether the article offered was genu- 
ine or not, and no attention has been paid 
to the health of the community.” 

This bogus butter is made of animal fat 
principally, and probably San Francisco 
manufactures most of it, as the materials 
for making it are cheaper in the north than 
in Southern California. The bugus butter 
is sometimes hard to detect, but apart from 
-an analysis, may~ be discovered its 
surface exposed to the air fading in color, 
by its coarseness of grain, by its brittleness 
when in a cold state,and by its requiring 
more heat to melt than genuine butter.

The wigwam was well filled last evening 
to listen to Judge T. J. Howells of Illinois, 
ex-Judge Adams of San Luis Obispo county 
and H. Glaze. L. H. Whitson presided. 

The first speaker was Judge Adams, who 


Cleveland’s claim of excluding the Chinese 
he denounced as false, and he stated that 
Cleveland had always had as‘little to do 
with the Chinese question as. possible.

THE DOLLAR-A-DAX STORY. 


Gen. Harrison Publicly Kefutes a 
Democratic Campaign Lie. 

INDIANAPOLIS (Ind.), Oct. 25.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The city put on quitea 
holiday appearance today in honor of the 
Republican workingmen’s demonstration. 
The weather was simply perfect. The 
demonstration in some of its features was 
the most notable in the campaign, though 
not the largest. The management of the 
affair was entirely in the hands of labor 
representatives, chief of whom were 
Charles H. Litchman, ex-secretary of the 
Knights of Labor; Robert D. Layton of 
Pittsburgh, Eccles Robinson, Master Work- 
man of the glassworkers’ assembly of Pitts- 
burgh, assisted by John R. Rankin, Mar- 
shall C. Woods and other prominent local 
labor leaders. Hon. William McKinley 
and Senator Henry W. Blair, the principal 
speakers of the day, arrived early this 
morning and were received by a committee 
at the depot. The tormer called upon Gen. 
Harrison during the merning and the Gen- 
eral took him for a drive about the city. In 
the afternoon the procession formed and, 
after marching through the principal 
streets, went to Gen. Harrison’s’ residence, 
where the column opened ranks and the 
General’s carriage, with escorts, passed 
down through the enthusiastic line to Tom- 
linson’s Hall. The big auditorium was 
rapidly filled to overflowing. Many ladies 
occupied seats on the stand, aniong them 
Mrs. Harrison. The front of the stage 
seats was occupied by color-bearers.of. the 
various organizations, their banners pre- 
senting a novel appearance. The marchers 
carried their flags and labor embiems intu 
the hall with them, and as Gen, Harrison ap- 
peared, accompanied by ex-Secretary Litch- 
man, the vast audience arose and, shaking 
their flags and hats, they cheered frantically 
for full five minutes. In point of enthusi- 
asm, but one other demonstration surpassed 
that of today. L. W. McDaniels, a locally 
prominent member of the Typographical 
Union, presided, and in an address, among 
other things, said: 

“Weare here to repudiate the authority

earnest sympathy and sincere triendship 
on more than one occasion, notably his ad- 
vocacy while in the Senate of the bill mak- 
ing arbitration the means of settlement of 
labor troubles, and exciuding contract labor 
from our shores, [Cheers.}| Also the bull 
prohibiting the use of convict labor on Goy- 
ernment works or the purchasing by the 
Governinent of any products of convict 
labor.” 

McDaniels closed by pledging the support 
of those present. 

As the General rose to respond there was 
a great demonstration. He appeared greatly 
moved. He spoke with great earnestness,

Judge Thurman Speaks at the Cin- 
cinnati xposition. 

~ CINCINNATI, Oct. 25.--| By the Associated 
Press.] Democratic day at the exposition 
here was a success. ‘The weather was fine 
and the crowd large. A great many vis- 
itors called during the day and - were -re- 
ceived in Judge Thurman’s parlor. At 2 
o’clock thé party was driven about town 
and tothe reviewing stand.

Los ANGELES, Oct. 24.—[{To the 
Editor of Tux Times.] The notice 
of reduction in the price of lumber and 
commentary thereon published in this 
day’s Times might have been supple- 

mented by an explanation of the cause 
of the decline, instead of suddenly 
making an illogical deduction. For 
when the local lumber dealers were in- 
differently undergoing Tuk Times's 
assailments [I say indifferently, for | 
they were not answerable for the sup- 
posed extortionate prices then ruling] 
the margin of prefit on lumber was no 
greater then than now. The whole- 
sale price list for cargoes delivered at 
coast ports south of San Francisco is 
now quoted #4 per 1000 feet less than 
last winter’s schedule. 

Coast freight charges are from $1.50 
to $2 less, and the Wilmington ‘Trans- 
portation Company did, on the 17th 
inst., reduce the lighterage and wharf- 
age charges at San Pedro from $1.124 
to 62) cents per 1000, thus enabling the 
‘local dealers to lay it down here $6.50 
less, and sell at $7.50 per 1000 less 
than last winter’s prices, while at the 
Same time the margin of profit is about 
equal to the small percentage of several 
months ago. While touching upon this 
matter 1 would suggest that if Tur 
Times and our other papers cooperate 
now and work for a reduction of the 
transportation charges from San Pedro 
to Los Angeles, some good may accrue 
to the people of this city and vicinity; 
for the high rates charged by the 
Southern Pacific Company not only 
affect but also coal, iron, 
cement; grain ‘and other commodities 
that can be handled about as cheap by 
way.of San Diego and the Santa Fé 
line as through San Pedro and the 
26-mile haul of the Southern Pacific 
Company's line, while the 
tariff remains.
